m The average value of the occupied 
farm lands of Canada, which includes 
both improved and unimproved land, 
together with dweling- houses, barns, 
stables and other farm buildings, is 
returned to the bureau of statistics 
as $40 per acre, as compared with $48 
in 1920, $46 in 1919, $41 in 1918, $38 
in 1917, $36 in 1916, and $35 in 1915. 

By provinces, the value for 1921 is 
highest in British Columbia at $122. 
In the other provinces, the average 
values of farm lands per acre are re¬ 
ported as follows: Ontario $63, Que¬ 
bec $59, Prince Edward Island $46, 
Nova Scotia and Manitoba $35, Sas¬ 
katchewan $29, New Brunswick and 
Alberta $28. 


The biggest fire that Chauvin ever 
had was only averted by the prompt 
action of Rene Page^-with one of the 
small chemical fire extinguishers. 
Last Thursday at—the -Alberta Res¬ 
taurant it was discovered that the 
the woodwork around the chimney in 
the kitchen was catching fire. An 
aJarnn was given, and the two Chau¬ 
vin fire engines brought along in 
quick time, whilst Hebe had got to 
work with the chemical. A few (min¬ 
utes work soon averted further dan¬ 
ger, but not before much damage was 
done by chemicals and water, and 
structural’ damage caused by the nec 
essity of uncovering any lurking fire 
in partitions, ceilings and walls. 

At the time of the outbreak the 
wind was blowing steadily from the 
south, and had the fire gotten beyond 
control there is no doubt that the 
whole block would have been swept 
away by the fire. 

With the enthusiasm unbalanced by 
experience the fire fighters took con¬ 
siderable risk by discharging both | 
chemical ^engines at the^ same time,J 
but fortunately the *lre was quelled 
and no serious cm^K^ences arose. 


The special meeting called to dis- 
succ school matters in connection with 
the Fram School district resulted In 
no definite decision being reached on 
the boundary question. 


For all descriptions the average 
value per head for Canada, is for 
horses $83 as against $10 in 1920; 
for milk cows $51 as against $47; for 
all cattle $37 as against $59; for sheep 
$6 as against $10: and for swine $14 
as against $23. For swine per 100 lbs 
liveweight the average is $10 as 
against $15 in 1920. The per capita 
values are the lowest of any during 
the last seven years. 1915 to 1921, 
except that for sw'ine, the va.’ue being 
in 1915 being $14 as in 1921. 

The average price per pound of 
wool in 1921 for Canada is 14 cents 
for unwashed and 22 cents for w’ashed 
as against 22 cents and 32 cents in 
1920. 

For Canada the average values per 

head of each rescription of farm 
poultry are returned as follows: — 
Turkeys, $3.39 as compared with $4 
in 1920; geese $2.42 againsf $2.S<L* 
ducks $1.25 agaiinst $1.50; other 5 
fowls 90 cents against $1.08.

Wages of farm help were the highest 
on record. For 1921, the returns 
show a very substantial reduction. 
For the whole of Canada the average 
wages per month of farm helpers 
were for men $67 and for women $42. 
including board, the average value if 
which was $22 a month for men and 
$18 a month for women. In 1920 the 
corresponding averages were $86 for 
—men, including board value- $26, and 
477 for women including board value 
*$ 20 . 

Not. only do the average values for 
all descriptions of farm livestock 
show an extraordinary decrease as 
compared with. 1920 but they are also 
below the values which were ru.lng 
before the war. For horses, the val-

The above weights are at stock 
yards and packing plants: farm 
weights, therefore, will rule from 10 
to 15 pounds more for the respective 
grades. 

One thing* in this movement that 
overowers the rest is the geneial 
recognition that the future of hog 
breeding in Canada depends directly 
upon the production of the proper 
bacon type, both for the export and 
domestic trade. This recognition is 
not new; It has been a greed within 
the industry for a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury. But recently it had weakened 
through war conditions and the in¬ 
roads of the fatter types. The re¬ 
assertion of its importance at Otta¬ 
wa gives it new life and vitality.
